Measure Would Include All Carriers

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—Repre-

Gen. Rodriguez Seizes 
Presidential Palace in Ab- 
sence of Benavides and 
Issues Manifesto. 


1 TROOPS CALLED 


TO BUILDING 


Officer, Challenging Usurp- 
er, Shoots Him—Commu- 
nique Says ‘‘Some Few 
Insurgents” Lost Lives. 


By the Associated Press. 
LIMA, Peru, Feb. 20.—Precau- 


tionary measures were enforced to- 
day after an unsuccessful attempt 
by Interior Minister-General An- 
tonio Rodriguez to seize the Gov- 
ernment yesterday in the absence 
of President Oscar Benavides, 
Gen. Rodriguez was killed by Ser- 
geant-Major Rizo Patron, who chal- 
lenged Rodriguez’ assertions that 
he was the chief executive because 
Benavides was sailing for Europe. 
One police officer, two patrolmen 
and a Japanese pedestrian were re- 
ported killed and 36 persons 
wounded in the brief fighting. 
The attempted revolt occurred 
about 2 a. m. yesterday when Rod- 


riguez seized the presidential pal- 
ace, proclaimed himself head of the 
Government and issued manifestos 
explaining his plans for measures 
to replace the Benavides adminis- 
tration. Rodriguez ordered Capt. 
Ismodes, chief of the machine-gun 
section quartered at the palace, to 
relinquish the command to a new 
chief. 


Locks Self in Tower. 


Ismodes, pretending to follow the 
orders, telephoned presidential] quar- 
ters for troops, locked himself in 
a tower and trained machine-guns 
on the palace entrance until gol- 
diers arrived to take position. 

The killing of Rodriguez by 
Rizo Patron, leader of the first 
troops to arrive, apparently ended 
the revolt. A few aids and retired 
Gen. Cirilo Ortega were associated 
with Rodriguez, a communique 
said. 

Rodriguez, who had been con- 
sidered one of the 
stanchest friends and supporters, 
escorted Benavides to Callao Sat- 
urday when a party of Government 
officials boarded a naval transport 
or a three-day holiday. He em- 
braced. the President and wished 
him a happy trip. 


President Returns to Lima. 


The President hurried back to 
Lima when informed of the at- 
tempted revolt, and called a special 
Cabinet meeting. Premier Briga- 
dier-General Ernesto Montagne 
took what was called the “most 
urgent” precautions, although Lima 
residents, beginning their carnival 
season in summer heat, remained 
calm. A communique by Montagne 
said a normal situation was re- 
stored after “some few insurgents 
lost their lives.” 

President Benavides was cheered 
by the populace as he returned to 
the capital and drove through the 
streets in an open automobile. He 
had been taken off the naval trans-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. — Pre- 
liminary statistics issued today by 
the Treasury Department disclosed 
that the number of persons with 
taxable net incomes of $1,000,000 
and over declined from 61 in 1936 
to 49 in 1937. The 61 individuals 
had. an aggregate net income of 
$107,641,000 and paid a total of $77, 
138,000 in taxes; the 49 had an ag- 


gregate income of $85,416,000 and 
paid $61,457,000 in taxes. The 1937 

were based on returns filed 
up to Aug. 31, 1938. 

In 1929, the last year of “pros- 
perity,” 513 individuals had net in- 
comes of $1,000,000 and over for a 
total of $1,212,000,000, or 4.88 per 
cent of the taxable income reported 
for that year. They paid $191,054,- 
000 in taxes, or 19 per cent of the 
individual levies in that year, 

Decline in Tax Liability. 


The figures issued today further 
disclosed that the total net income 
reported to the Treasury increased 
from $18,943,347,000 for 1936 to $21,- 
088,537,000 for 1937, a gain of 11.3 
per cent, yet the tax liability de- 
creased from $1,203,898,000 for 1936 
to $1,142,206,000 for 1937, a loss of 
5.4 per cent. 

The explanation for this seeming 
inconsistency is that fact that in- 
creased net incomes were reported 
for the lower brackets on returns 
showing no or relatively small tax 
liability while decreased net in- 
comes were reported in the upper 
bracket on which the surtaxes are 
relatively high. 

The total number of returns in- 
creased from 5,334,513 for 1936 to 
6,231,431 in 1987. But of these, 
2,517,856 were held non-taxable be- 
cause of exemptions in 1936, while 
2,921,230 were held non-taxable for 
1937. This non-taxed group re- 
ported aggregate net income of 
$4,952,902,000 for 1936, and $5,894,- 
588,000 for 1937. Thus almost $1,-

The $500,000 to $1,000,000 group 
had 177 members in 1936 and 160 
in 1937.

Persons with net incomes of $50,- 
000 and over are usually considered 
in the millionaire class, so far as 
standards of living are concerned.

In 
1929, this upper bracket group 
numbered 38,889, or more than dou- 
ble the 1937 figure,

today, the Treasury Department 
announced that they were compiled 
from returns filed in the period 
from January through August, 
1938.

The data for returns reporting in- 
come of $5000 and over were taken 
from the returns themselves; the 
date for individuals reporting net 
income of less than $5000 were es- 
timates based on samples of such 
returns.

“Most important of all,” said the 
department, “Pilot is as resistant 
to stem rust as Thatcher and more 
resistant to leaf rust.”

SHANGHAI, Feb, 20.-~-Tcheng 
Loh (Chen Lu), Foreign Minister 
in the Japanese-sponsored reform- 
ed government at Nanking, was 
shot to death yesterday by 20 Chi- 
nese gunmen who — into his 
home. 

Tcheng Loh, former Chinese dele- 
gate to the League of Nations, 
was called from retirement to fill 
the Cabinet post when the new 
government was set up March 28, 
1938, to replace the administration 
of Chinese Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

The assassination of Tcheng Loh 
was the latest In a series of more 
than 60 political assassinations 
here since Japanese occupied areas 
surrounding the city. 

Police said the gunmen entered 
the Foreign Minister’s home, which 
is in Japanese-occupied territory 
adjoining the International Settle- 
ment, at the height of the lunar 
new year festivities. 

They disarmed the bodyguard 
and made their way to the Minis- 
ter’s room, where they shot him, 
then fled. Tcheng Loh died on the 
way to a hospital. He was 61 years 
old. 

He had a long record in China 
before joining the Japanese-insti- 
tuted government. He studied at 
the University of Paris, served as 
Chinese Minister to Mexico from 
1915 to 1917, and was Vice-Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs from 1918 
to 1920., His last diplomatic as- 
signment abroad was as Minister 
to France from 1920 to 1927. He 
was China’s delegate to the League 
of Nations in 1923. 

A Chinese gunman poked an au- 
tomatic rifle through the window 
of a taxicab in the International 
Settlement last night and, firing 
blindly, wounded three of four Jap- 
anese occupants, 

Despite a hail of bullets from 
policemen he escaped in crowds 
celebrating the lunar new year.

Foreign Refugees to Leave Moun- 
tain Retreat Wednesday.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 20. — The 
Anglo-American naval mission at 
Kuling, mountain refuge of for- 
eigners southeast of Hankow, re- 
ported yesterday that a party of 
refugees, including nine Americans, 
would leave the town next Wednes- 
day. 

The mission, composed of _Lieu- 

tenant-Commander Charles R. 
Jeffs, commander of the United 
States gunboat Oahu, and Lieu- 
tenant-Commander R. S. Stafford, 
commander of the British gunboat 
Ladybird, reached Kuling, 15 miles 
south of the Yangtze River port 
of Kiukiang, Saturday.

Kuling surmounts, is ringed with 
Chinese forces and Japanese had 
scheduled for today an attack to 
clean up the zone. 

Reports from Chungking said the 
officers expected to direct the re- 
moval of 44 of the foreigners, leav- 
ing some who could not be moved 
because of illness or who might re- 
main for other reasons.

Of the 98 non-air line accidents, 
42 were fatal and 61 persons were 
killed in them. Five of the deaths 
occurred in parachute jumps, one 
of these being incident to a jump 
from a hot air balloon. 
An analysis of the accidents ac- 
cording to the flying experience of 
the pilots show: : 
Pilots with less than 10 hours, 
sig. accidents, all fatal; 11 to 50 
hours, 23 accidents, nine fatal: 51 
to 100 hours, 16 accidentz, six fatal;

PLAYOFF FIGHT 
IS FEATURE OF 
HOCKEY LEAGUE

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O'CONNOR ADVISES 
PARTY ON PRESIDENCY 


Former Rules Chairman Wants 
“Sensible Democrats’ to 
Agree on Candidate.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—John 
J. O'Connor, only Democrat de- 
feated of those against whom 
President gn directed his 
e year, 
rsd inet * “sensible” Democrats 
get together soon and agree on 4 
candidate for the 1940 presidential 


race. 
In a letter to Chairman Drewry' 


(Dem.), Virginia, of the Demo- 
cratic Congressional Committee, 
the former chairman of the House 
Rules Committee said that “post- 
poning any action until the con- 
vention of 1940 will only play into 
the hands of the Republicans.” 

“Outspoken disagreement now 
with many things that have been 
going on will take the wind out 
of the cocksure Republicans,” he 
wrote. “Twenty or 30 ‘favorite 
sons’ will only play into the hands 
of those radicals who wish to per- 
petuate themselves in offices and 
obs.” 

O’Connor was defeated in the 
Democratic congressional primary 
by a Roosevelt-supported candi- 
date. He ran on a Republican 
nomination, but lost in the general 
electi.n. 

“May Yet Save Party.” 

“The constitutional independ- 
ence of Congress, if reasserted, may 
yet save the Democratic party 
from defeat in 1940,” O’Connor 
wrote. 

“Some people must boldly speak 
o.':—even at the danger of becom- 
ing additional victims of the 
‘purge.’ 

“Those members of Congress 
sincerely interested in the future 
of the party should insist upon 
asserting the independence of Con- 
gress and join the real Demo- 
cratic leaders throughout the na- 
tion in pushing the radicals out of 
control of our party and restoring 
the management to sensible Demo- 
crats—and I use the word ‘sen- 
sible’ as opposed to ‘radical.’ 

“It is no question between ‘con- 
servatives’ and ‘liberals. The 
Democratic party is a ‘liberal’ 
party in its true sense. That word 
hr: been usurped by the radicals, 
only a shade off red—as witness 
the present aministration in New 
York City, supported by the Fed- 
eral crowd, some of the same hue, 
who are attempting to run and 
ruin the Democratic party there. 

Approves Election Survey. 

“The voters, in these trying days, 
care less and less for party 
labels,” O’Connor told Drewry. 
“They would immediately rally 
around a sensible Democrat, ir- 
respective of their past party al- 
legiance.” 

O’Connor chose as the occasion 
for his letter Drewry’s recent ap- 
pointment of a special committee 
to study last November's election 
which resulted in substantial gains 
for the Republicans.

Arthur Peletier of Detroit was 
sentenced to three years in a 
Federal penitentiary by United 
States District Judge Charles B, 
Davis today on his plea of guilty 
of stealing 150 letters from West 
End apartment mail boxes.

Big Objection to Porterie. 


The big objection to Porterie for 
the United States bench here is that 
he superseded District Attorney 
Eugene Stanley of Orleans parish 
(New Orleans) when Stanley began 
a grand jury investigation of the 
1932 election scandal. Porterie, 
then Attorney-General, managed to 
avert action by the jury, but Stan- 
ley, with the support of various civ- 
ic organizations and two courageous 
District Judges, succeeded in hav- 
ing the ballots counted in open 
court. Serious frauds were revealed 
in the returns from 171 city pre- 
cincts. As a result, Stanley filed 
bills of information against 513 
election commissioners, but all were 
handed a legislative pardon in the 
end by Huey Lor#’s rubber-stamp 
law-makers. 

The false returns were made in 
connection with a referendum on 
15 constitutional amendments sub- 
mitted to and adopted by the vot- 
ers in the general election of Nov. 
8, 1932. Most. important of these 
was amendment No. 5, which pro- 
vided for a $5,000,000 bond issue to 
pay debts of the Long administra- 
tion and another $1,000,000 for the 
debts of Louisiana State Univer- 
sity, the Kingfish’s pride. 

The first suspicion of fraud was 
aroused by the fact that more votes 
were cast in this genéral election, 
always a formality in the Solid 
South, than in the hotly contested 
September primary. Suspicions 
became evidence when the New Or- 
leans Times-Picayune began to pub- 
lish, day by day, the returns from 
the various city precincts and quick- 
ly obtained enough affidavits to 
prove that more persons had voted 
against the amendments than were 
so reported in the returns. 


Stanley’s Investigation. 


District Attorney Stanley 
nounced Nov. 24 that he would in- 
vestigate.

Italian Premier Reported Will- 
ing to Take Part in Such 
a Conference.

ROME, Feb. 20.—Prospects that 
Spanish Nationalist Generalissimo 
Franco may confer in some Italian 
city with Premier Mussolini and 
Chancellor Hitler were given sub- 
stance today with indications that 
Mussolini was willing to partici- 
pate.

Popolo d'Italia, published reports 
from Paris of such intentions un- 
der the headline “Three great 
heads to convene?”

Publication of the report in his 
own newspaper was regarded. by 
Italians as an indication that Mus- 
solini, who keeps in touch with the 
editorial desk, wished the proposals 
for such a meeting to become 
known without committing himself.

AS WAR GAME BEGINS 


Message From Ajid_ Indicates 
President Will Not Go Ashore 
at Guantanamo,

MIAMI, Fla, Feb. 20. — The 
cruiser Houston, with ~resident 
Roosevelt aboard, arrived off 
Guantanamo, Cuba, today as the

Message From Ship. 
The text of the Houston's initial 
message, sent over an exclusive 
radio channel to headquarters here 
through the destroyer Bagley 
anchored off Miami, and signed 
by Capt. Daniel J. Callaghan, 
naval aid to the President, said: 
“Sunday has been a quiet day, 
the Houston proceeded along the 
north coast of Cuba. 

“The President, the chief of 
naval operations (Admiral William 
D. Leahy) and the military aid 
(Col. Ecwin M. Watson), afe 
nursing badly sunburned faces ac- 
quired on the drive down the Keys 
Saturday (from Florida City to 
Key West). 

“Monday morning we expect to 
visit Guantanamo, circling bay 
but not going ashore.

nurses were obtained by city ordinance 
for the parochial school work three years 
ago). The assignment of a number of 
these highly trained and conscientious 
gpecialists to investigating cases of 
Women removed from WPA rolls would 
undoubtedly result in most thorough 
and accurate reports on cases they han- 
dled. 

The same applies to the Visiting Nurse 
Association staff. A comparatively small 
appropriation by the city would enable 
fhis private and most competent nursing 
agency to render valuable aid. 

They can do it. Ordinance authority 
covers the present duties of the municipal 
nurses; the same, if necessary, can cover 
an emergency. Cases investigated by 
either of these agencies could be cleared 
through the Social Service Exchange, |

« Nurses now work.

* Thinks Scrap Iron Supply Adequate, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is not a fact that exports of scrap 

iron have stripped the United States of 
a necessity of national defense. Practical- 
ly all the movements abroad have origi- 
mated along the seacoasts, where it is 
uneconomical] to transport it to domestic 
steel mills, The present visible supply 
is at least six months, in point of ton- 
nage. Immediately an emergency arises 
and industrial activity expands, the pro- 
duction of scrap will increase propor- 
tionately. 

If this marginal scrap along the sea 
coasts were not exported, it would rust 
away and thus be lost anyway. Mean- 
while, its collection and preparation af- 
ford employment to many thousands. 
The scrap industry as a whole normally 
employs 200,000 persons. 

Secretary Hull's policy is to provide 
the “have-not” nations with materials 
they lack. If we bar the exportation of 
scrap, then the nations that possess 
manganese, tin, rubber and other materi- 
als that we need may take similar steps, 
and we will be in an international mess.

Under present Missouri law, as interpreted by the 
State Supreme Court, ballots cannot be used as evi- 
dence in vote fraud cases if more than one year has 
elapsed since the ballots were cast. This is because 
of a genera! statute requiring the destruction of bal- 
lote after the 12-month period. 

In the river-front vote fraud case, Circuit Attorney 
Miller cited a special law permitting the ballots to 
be saved pending the outcome of grand jury investi- 
gations, but the court held it to be unconstitutional 
upon this reasoning: 

(a) Prior to 1924, when Section 3 of Article VIII 
of the Constitution was amended, there was no 
authority for the opening of ballots in grand jury 
investigations of election frauds (save in pri- 
mary elections). 

(b) Section 10619 (the special law heretofore re- 
ferred to) was enacted in 1921, before the amend- 
ment, and, therefore, in so far as it authorized a 
grand jury examination of the ballots, was un- 
constitutional when passed. 

(c) The subsequent constitutional amendment 
did not validate a law, unconstitutional when 
passed, as it was void from the date of its en- 
actment. 

In this phase of the case, the court assumes that 


if the section had been passed subsequent to the con- 


| stitutional amendment of 1924, it would be consti- 


tutional provided it could survive other constitu- 
tional tests. But the court went on to say that this 
section was unconstitutional for other reasons, 


namely: 

(a) The Legislature had previously enacted 
Section 10315, which was a general statute, pro- 
viding that at the end of 12 months the ballots 
should be destroyed without inspection. 

(b) Section 10619, applicable to cities of 100,000 
or over, is a local and special State law. 

(ec) The local law, permitting ballots to be re- 
tained and used after one year, is in conflict with 
the general law, making their destruction at the 
end of the year mandatory without examination, . 
and it is, therefore, unconstitutional under Sec- 
tion 53 of Article IV of the Constitution.

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ARE THINGS SO BAD IN MEXICO? 

Many criticisms have been leveled at the Mexican 
Government in recent months. It is condemned for 
its Leftist tendencies, its expropriation policies and 
other things.

This bitter attack upon the Cardenas Government, 
however, gives ample testimony within itself that 
things in Mexico aren’t so bad as they are painted.

If free speech and 
the right of open criticism are still in operation in 
Mexico, then Cardenas can’t be the ferocious dictator 


depicted by his opponents at home and abroad.

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PERUVIAN PUTSCH. 

Less than two months ago, the halls of Lima were 
ringing with fervent tributes to democracy, and a 
resolution was evolved avowing that the peoples of 
America had “achieved spiritual unity through the 
similarity of their republican institutions.” 

In ironic contrast, Lima was yesterday the scene of 


an attempted palace revolution, with the manifestoes 


and bullets and bioodshed so frequently recorded in 
Latin American history. President Benavides had 
left the capital; his supposed friend, Gen. Rodriguez, 


Minister of the Interior, used the occasion for an at- 


tempt to seize power. A faithful officer shot him 
down, four other persons were killed and 36 wounded 


in the fighting that followed, and the putsch came to 
a speedy end. 


Further evidence thus is afforded that most of 


our Southern neighbors do not yet enjoy democracy 
as this country knows it. Benavides himself is a 
dictator who attained office by a coup. His opponent 
in the 1936 election received a plurality, but Bena- 
vides (who succeeded Sanchez Cerro, assassinated in 


1933) had the election annulled, dissolved the Con- 


gress and now rules by decree.

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THE LOWER BRACKET INCOMES INCREASE. 
The Treasury Department's preliminary statistics

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TEMPEST INTO TEAPOT. 

The tempest over the sale of American military 
planes to France was returned to. its teapot yester- 
day by Senator Austin of Vermont. Senator Austin, 
who had previously. questioned the transaction, said 
he was convinced, after hearing Secretary Morgen- 
thau’s statement, that the administration’s action in 
facilitating the French purchases was “not unneutral, 
not provocative to any other nation, not an impedi- 
ment to our procurement program and nét in viola- 
tion of the army’s priority rights to the latest de- 
velopments in planes.” 

These points cover all the objections that have 
been made to the sales. In the light of the Vermont 
Senator's statement, the storm raised in the Senate 
over the sales is revealed either as representing a 
lamentable lack of judgment, or, worse, an attempt 
to make political capital, in the face of a delicate 
foreign situation, out of what was hardly more than 
a regular business transaction, Where, incidentally, 
does Senator Austin’s statement leave Senator Ben- 
nett Clark, one of the most outspoken critics of the 
deal? 

The French came over here with $65,000,000 to 
spend for planes; we had the planes to sell to 
them. There was a question in the minds of some 
of our army officers as to whether the sales would 
prejudice our own expansion program. The Presi- 
dent, with authoritative sources of information to 
draw upon, ordered the sales facilitated. It now ap- 
pears that the filling of the French orders will serve 
to gear our factories up to high-speed and efficient 
production and will help rather than retard our own 
program. 

Neither the Johnson Act nor the Neutrality Act is 
involved in the transaction. Except for certain spe- 
cial courtesies given to the French, the déal did not 
differ from many other sales of American planes to 
other countries—including Japan—in the last two 
years. 

Besides expressing agreement with the sales, Sen- 
ator Austin said something else for injudicious crit- 
ics to ponder, namely, that his Republicanism was 
secondary to his patriotism and that he was not going 
to do anything or permit anyone else to do any- 
thing, if he could help it, to plunge this country into 
war. In other words, as Gov. Landon telegraphed 
Mr. Roosevelt at the time of the Panay incident, 
“Politics ends at the water's edge.” .

Such legislators as thought the authorities in 
Washington would be appeased by a mere gesture 
toward reforming our State pension laws have re- 
ceived a severe jolt. The Federal Social Security 
Board has made it clear that no more aid will be 
given for pensions and relief for widows and de- 
pendent children until the bill to cure the defects in 
the Missouri law has been finally passed by both 
houses of the Legislature. 

Actual need must be made the prerequisite of eli- 
gibility, and provision must be made for an in- 
vestigational staff sufficient to see that the rule is 
enforced.

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THE LEFT HAND OF THE A A A. 

The high technology of agriculture continues to 
hound the steps of Secretary Wallace. As fast as he 
is able to pay and otherwise persuade farmers to 
reduce their acreage of certain crops, changes appear 
which make it possible for them to grow about as 
much on their lower acreage as they formerly did 
on the whole farm. 

First, it was the cotton growers. They avidly ac- 
cepted Government checks to reduce their acreage, 
and then by intensive cultivation and fertilization 
raised their production per acre. Then the corn farm- 
ers found that increased yields from the new hybrid 
corn largely made up for the acreage the AAA paid 
them to retire from cultivation. Now Mr. Wallace’s 
policy of not letting his left hand know what his 
right is doing is giving him trouble in the Wheat 
Belt. 

From Langdon, S. D., comes news that the Govern- 
ment subsidized experiment station has developed a 
new high-yielding, rust-resistant wheat which in- 
creases the harvest per acre by a little more than 
three bushels. So, to keep the wheat crop down, Mr. 
Wallace will have to find more funds for the Govern- 
ment to rent more land to keep this new variety of 
wheat from causing more wheat to be produced than 
his statisticians think should be grown. 

As long as the administration is following an econ- 
omy of scarcity in agriculture, it would seem to be 
the part of wisdom to close the experiment stations 
and try to make the farmer forget what he has been 
taught about increasing his per acre production. 
This, of course, would be highly uneconomic, but is 
this not true of the farm program as a whole? 

Our surplus farm population undoubtedly would 
be happier engaged in uneconomic farming than in 
uneconomic leaf-raking and ditch-digging on the 
WPA, or dispossessed in refugee camps along the 
highways. 
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The American Civil Liberties Union has sailed 
away to the far South Seas to worry about Guam; 
thinks it a shame to make the little brother learn 
English. Give ’em Greek if that’s what the Guam- 


art in general—with the possible excep- 
tion of Walt Whitman’s poetry and Isadora 
Duncan’s dancing—has been her art of 
humor. Only in the matter of laughing and 
quizzically smiling and kidding things along 
did the pioneers feel entirely at home from 
the start. Only in humor did we feel incom- 
parably superior to the mother country. 
Laughter is America’s literary specialty. 
We believe in it more with our souls than 
most civilized folk. We have had to. We 
never could have conquered a continent if 
we hadn't. 
Aside from its recklessness of belief in 
itself, I think that the outstanding char- 
acteristic of American humor is imagina- 
tion. I mean by that, funny imagery— 
using words that make ludicrous pictures 
in the mind, 
It is not, as many people think, exag- 
geration, though American humorists do, 
of course, exaggerate. But it is the fancy, 
not the quantity, that distinguishes Amer- 
ican humor. Ring Lardner has this, for 
example: 
“She smiled and Rita noticed her teeth 
for the first time. Most of the visible ones 
were gold, and the work had evidently been 
done by a dentist for whom three mem- 
bers of a foursome were waiting. ‘Does she 
think,’ said Stu, ‘that just because she comes 
from the Golden State she has to run around 
with a mouthful of nuggets?’ ”

And here is Mark Twain: “Kings and 
kingdoms were as thick in Britain as they 
had been in little Palestine in Joshua’s 
time, when people had to sleep with their 
knees pulled up because they couldn't 
stretch without a passport.” 

And here is another from Mark Twain: 
“Twenty-four years ago I was strangely 
handsome. In San Francisco in the rainy 
season I was often mistaken for fair 
weather.” 

You can find all the exaggerations you 
want in Baron Munchausen, but you can- 
not find a phrase to match these in any 
writer of English before Mark Twain. Even 
Lord Byron’s wit was not lighted with these 
exploits of poetic humor. In Charles Dick- 
ens you can search all day for a phrase 
to equal them. 

More even than in individual writers, this 
tendency to humorous hyperbole is evident 
in the antics of our slang. To call a straw

hat “the cow’s breakfast,” to picture a 
stupid man as “dead above the ears,” a 
pretty girl as an “eyeful,” and a crazy 
man as “dippy in the dream box,” to use 
such expressions as “climb upon the band- 
wagon,” “go chase yourself,” “park in his 
whiskers,” “chew the rag” and others 
equally vivid is to employ, with a comic 
twist, the very language of Shakespeare. 

Although Mark Twain is known through- 
out the world as a humorist, not one of his 
great books is comic either in form or in 
conception. That to me is the unique thing 
about Mark Twain, and the very American 
thing. 

He did not as an author “undertake to 
be funny. He was funny. He could not see 
or think, or argue, or remember, or exist 
for very long on any other terms. For that 
reason, Mark Twain at his best excelled 
the greatest jesters of the world in the 
spontaniety and the naturalness, the sim- 
ple inevitability of his jests. 

° + > 


Mark Twain had, too, ydu must remem- 
ber, a clear head and a kind of classic 
restraint about him. The fact has been 
little celebrated, but it has had a wonder- 
fully good effect on our literature. “As to 
the adjective,” he said, “when in doubt, 
strike it out.” 

And remember the advice Mark gave to 
&@ young man who sent him an over-colorful 
manuscript to criticise: 

“Go to work and revamp and rewrite it. 
God only exhibits his thunder and lightning 
at intervals, and so they always command 
attention. They are God’s adjectives. You 
thunder and lightning too much; the reader 
ceases to get under the bed, by and by.” 

If we had no sense of humor—if every 
one of the minute griefs and troubles that 
beset us in the course of our daily life 
had to be taken seriously, we should be- 
come—just exactly what people lacking a 
sense of humor often do become—either ex- 
cessively irritable or excessively religious. 
Humor is a little interior coiled spring or 
shock absorber, and its function is fo help 
us ge light over the bumps. 

It is possible to teach people to be playful. 
That is the fundamental thing to be learned 
from my theory of humor. If you want to 
extend and refine your humorous percep- 
tions, then you must extend the range of 
things which you are able to perceive 
re and accurately—and yet not serious- 
y.

Honesty in Public Service

T is said to have been particularly notice 

able, in some instances, and complained of 
unjustly, no doubt, in others, that the public 
servant leaves office with a more abundant 
supply of the common wherewithal than he 
possessed at the time of his induction. This 
often has tended to create the suspicion, if 
the increment was unreasonably large, that 
all was not honest in the affairs of that par 
ticular individual. 

To remove this suspicion, which may hang 


over the heads of the innocent as well as; 


the guilty, a law has been suggested which, 
it is claimed, will make it impossible for 
the grafter to feather his or her nest while 
on the public payroll. 

When an individual takes office, it is pro 
posed, a list would be required, under oath, 
of all property owned. This would include 
stocks, bonds, notes, real estate, insurance 
policies, automobiles, in fact, a complete 
inventory of the officeholder’s estate. The 
process would be repeated at the end of 
each year during the tenure of office, thus 


providing an annua! check on the integrity | 


of the public servant. 

If his holdings, according to the proposed 
legislation, were increased by more than his 
actual income from salary and estate, then 
he would be required to give an account 4s 
to how the overage came into his posse® 
sion. If wrongfully acquired, then, of 
course, there would be an ample reward at 
the hands of the law, to say nothing of com 
fiscation of the ill-gotten gains. |

Now 
we come to this appropriation, 
which would start an entirely new 
project. It seems it would be a 
very good place to try to cut down 
a little.” 

Taking the floor after Adams 
had completed, Senator Norris 
(Ind.), Nebraska charged that “the 
power trust” was behind attempts 
to reduce the TVA appropriation. 
Norris contended that the amend- 
ment to eliminate the Watts Bar 


appropriation was an ‘attempt to’ 
disrupt the TVA.”

Much Patience Is Required 
in Teaching a Youngster 
Proper Habits. 


By Angelo Patri 


LEASE tell me what I can do 
to get my boy of 5 to do what 
he knows he ought to do with- 
out my telling him continually. It’s, 
Pick up your ball; close the door 
after you; wash your hands; don’t 
shout; stand still; say please; eat 
with your mouth closed; and on and 
on, endlessly. Why doesn’t he re- 
member just once? What can I do 
to keep from having to tell him 
again and again, as though each 
time were news to him?” 

I know of no way save the way 
you are doing. Say it again, today, 
tomorrow, and as many days after- 
ward as need be. It takes a deal of 
telling to make a habit. If you 
counted up all the things a child 
did in a day you would find that 
the one thing, or the few things, 
you reminded him to do were incon- 
sequential in proportion to them. 
He is in a whirl of action in which 
no one act stands out. You have to 
accent one act, the one way of do- 
ing repeatedly, until by and by, it 
wears a trace in his memory. 

The child is not wishing to for- 
get. He is not thinking about it at 
all. What you want him to do is an 
adult’s wish, and has no relation 
to anything he knows about. He 
lives in a child’s world, a very dif- 
ferent place from ours, and our 
strange ways do not affect him 
save when he gets into conflict with 
us. Then he does what we say, not 
in the spirit of co-operation, or even 
obedience, but in response to our 
demand. The time for reasoned re- 
sponse and obedience comes later, 
after repeated experiences. 


There is no way of teaching a 
child save by telling, demonstra- 
tion, practice, and repeating. You 
say: Pick up your ball. 
so. You will tell him that again, 
soon, and’ he will obey directions. 

Don’t try to have him perfect 
in all ways at once. Children do 
not grow that way. They grow 


made until it shows itself in be- 
havior. You can tell a child many 
times to hold his spoon a certain 
way, and you can feel very dis- 
couraged about it, and then, one 
day, you see him eating perfectly 
from that spoon. He had been 
learning inside, all the time. That 
often happens. 

Sometimes a mother works hard 
teaching her children table man- 
ners. She says the same thing 
many times, day after day, and 
the next day there is the same 
need for reminders. One day the 
most careless of them goes to visit 
and stays to lunch or dinner. “I 
was charmed by Benjie’s table 
manners. How ever did you get 
him to behave so perfectly at the 
table? He is a model for the 
neighborhood,” says his hostess. 
You hcpe it is so. 

It is so. No teaching that is 
steadily directed to the improve- 
ment of a child’s character or man- 
ners can be lost. The growth 
takes place unseen and in time it 
comes to the surface. Just keep 
telling him, teaching him, stead- 
ily, without a letup, without a loss 
of good-will, faith and patience.

Clubs and social activities: Col- 
lege fraternity, men’s club in 
church, member of a rifle team. 

Personality traits, as measured 
by the Bernreuter test: Some- 
what above the average in extro- 
version, emotional stability, self- 
sufficiency and social ascendancy. 

I am not a Baptist and I don’t 
shoot a rifle, and it was not because 
of such specific details that this 
man’s history impressed me. Rath- 
er, it was the entire collection of 
certain types of activities in his life 
which caused me to see him as an 
ideal type. 
Contrast his record with that of 
the two men described in the pre- 
vious chapter. They were employed. 
This man was not. They were mis- 
erable, emotionally unstable. This 
man, though worried about getting 
a job, was emotionally well bal- 
anced and basically happy. They 
were uncertain of themselves, and 
consequently of the world at large. 
He was reasonably certain of both, 
even though compelled to make an 
adjustment under the trying con- 
ditions of widespread unemploy- 
ment. They lacked any definite 
set of beliefs or life values; they 
were adrift in the sea of their own 
logic. He was adrift in an economic 
chaos, but he was anchored to a 
deeper world and he was at peace 
with himself. Why this great dif- 
ference between a man on the one 
hand so commonplace, so lacking in 
any noteworthy achievement, and 
the two men of considerably higher 
intellectual interests and attain- 
ments? 
In technical psychological terms 
the answer would be that the two 
men were unusually introverted or 
self-centered, whereas this man 
was extroverted. He had developed 
habits and obligations embracing a 
much more representative range of 
life. In everyday language the ex- 
planation would be that the first 
two men had acquired predominant- 
ly selfish habits, whereas this man 
had cultivated unselfish habits.

ONSIDERABLE confusion ex- 
ists in the popular uses of the

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C terms, extrovert and introvert, 
but essentially they mean degrees 
of selfishness, or the less selfish 
and the more selfish. The introvert 
or selfish person avoids the trouble 
of meeting people, the extrovert 
goes out of his way to meet them. 
The introvert evades the obliga- 
tions and demands of clubs and 
committees, the extrovert accepts 
them. The introvert or selfish per- 
son may think of doing good deeds, 
the extrovert does them. The for- 
mer has no time for the things he 
dislikes to do, the latter does them 
anyway. The former is afraid of 
making mistakes and of embarras- 
sing himself; therefore he risks no 
action. The extrovert may be 
afraid, too, but still acts, and by 
his mistakes and suffering, ulti- 
mately achieves skill and confi- 
dence. 

I have told hundreds of clients 
that it is better to make seven mis- 
takes than to make only one. While 
one person hesitates because he 
feels inferior, the other is busy 
making mistakes and becoming su- 
perior. 

This is the picture in black and 
white, and while many people fit 
these extremes, the majority are 
neither extremely introvert nor ex- 
trovert, neither wholly selfish nor 
unselfish. With them it is the di- 
rection of their development which 
is significant for their future happi- 


ness and success. Ten years from 
now, will they have grown more

within the individual’s control. 

Some people achieve extroversion 
by the development of a well bal- 
anced range of habits, from their 
childhood on, They may re- 
semble the ideal type of man just 
described, not a great person nor 
a very successful person, but a hap- 
Py one and a useful member of 
society. Some people fail to de- 
velop extrovert habits in their 
youth and are decidedly introvert 
at the age of 20 or 30, and still 
achieve extroversion in later life, 
This happens only when the in- 
trovert succeeds in mastering some 
vocational pursuit which compels 
him to deal with people and which 
finally brings him recognition. 

It is often said that the introvert 
is more sensitive to the finer values 
of life than the extrovert; that the 
great dreams and intellectual and 
artistic achievements of mankind 
are more likely to come from the 
former than the latter. There is 
absolutely no scientific evidence for 
this claim, and evidence is accumu- 
lating that the contrary is true. 
Recently I gave a test of personal- 
ity traits to 30 successful and mod- 
erately successful artists, and they 
averaged considerably higher in ex- 
troversion than do people general- 
ly. We often hear that the artist 
is not so well balanced emotional- 
ly as the average individual, that 
he is and should be given to tem- 
peramental outbursts. This test 
showed that the contrary was true, 
and that successful artists were 
better balanced emotionally than 


most people. 
° 
0 practices six hours a day who 

must fit his performance into 
the exacting requirements of an or- 
chestra and an audience, who must 
persist in his efforts in the face 
of discouragement and often ridi- 
cule, is bound to become more ex- 
trovert and to acquire habits of 
emotional equanimity. The artists 
who remain introverts are usually 
those who fail to sacrifice their

Usually, however, extroversion is 
achieved by developing a well-bal- 
anced set of normal habits. 

To many engineering students, I 
have been able to explain introver- 
sion and its resulting emotional up- 
heavals by a very simple mechani- 
cal analogy. When the energies 
which the body creates are carried 
off smoothly by various sets of 
habits which produce satisfying re- 
sults, then a person is extroverted 
and consequently serene or well 
poised emotionally. However, —

clashing. The engine wastes er 
turning over on itself without 
ting anywhere, or it moves in 
and jerks as gears are clumsily en- 


gaged. 


This is not the only cause of neu- 
roticism or emotional unrest, of 
excessive worry and periods of en- 
ervating depression, but it is prob- 
ably the most common. Few peo- 
ple suffer from an excessive ex- 
penditure of their energies, but mul- 
titudes suffer from surplus ener- 
gies which remain unexpressed or 
are expressed in ways that are not 
normal. The selfish person is the 
person who hoards his energies and 
suffers, finally, from their excess. 
The unselfish person expends his 
energies lavishly in many direc- 
tions, thereby leaving little surplus 
energy to feed the gnawing demon 
of discontent. 


One of the controversial doctrines 
of the New Testament is that ex- 
pressed in John 3:3. Jesus talking to 
Nicodemus, says: “Except a man be 
born again he cannot see the king- 
dom of God,” and (John 3:6) “That 
which is born of the flesh is flesh; 
and that which is born of the Spirit 
is spirit.” The doctrine of original 
sin and the emphasis on the rebirth 
of the individual, has often been a 
vexing one. The studies of psychol- 
ogists throw an important light on 
this doctrine. From a psychological 
viewpoint, we are all born as intro- 
verts, and as selfish individuals. We 
achieve extroversion or unselfish- 
ness only by a continuous process 
of rebirth, the painful birth of new 
habits and new personality traits. 
In early childhood, many habits are 
acquired unconsciously and through 
the insistence of parents; but soon 
they must be acquired by conscious 
and often painful effort. 


The child is born into the world 
as a bundle of un-organized ener- 
gies. It is a power-producing ma- 
chine or organism which sleeps, is 
fed, and creates energy but has no 
habits by which to transform this 
energy into usefyl actions. Every- 
thing must be done for it, it can 
do nothing for itself. It waves its 
arms but cannot direct them; it 
wriggles its body but doesn’t get 
anywhere; it moves its eyes but 
cannot focus them. Gradually it 


sion, of turning one’s energies in- 
side out into actions that provide 
satisfactory contacts with an ever 
expanding world. From the world 
of a mother’s breast to the world of 
an adoring family; the world of 
parental do’s and don'ts; of vis- 
itors; of neighbors’ quarrelsome 
children; the school; the city; the 
realm of books, movies and the ra- 
dio; the field of games and sports, 
and social intercourse generally; 
the college; the job; courtship, 
marriage and the responsibilities of 
a family; all the thousands of hab- 
its developed to meet these situa- 
tions represent the process of ex- 
troversion, the process of being 
born again. 

The young man described as an 
ideal type had acquired a compre- 
hensive set of habits dealing with 
a variety of common situ- 
ations. He had not acquired 
these habits or _ skills without 
many sacrifices of his momen- 
tary inclinations, Often, when 
he felt like sitting comfortably at 
home with a book he had gone to 
his club because it was club night. 
Many times when he felt like go- 
ing to the movies he had accepted 
an invitation to play bridge in- 
stead. Frequently, when he felt 
just like talking with a friend, he 
had torn himself away for strenu- 
ous baseball or basketball prac- 
tice. Many of the pursuits he now 
enjoyed or took for granted had 
once made him miserable because 
of his awkwardness or lack of 
skill. - 

He had been actuated by external 
and religious ideals which tran- 
scended and often interfered with 
his own pleasures or aims. Why 
had he not finished college, I asked 
him. Because he had felt that his 
family needed his support more 
than he needed the education. Did 
he like to teach Sunday school? 
Yes and no. He liked the boys 
but it was an effurt to prepare 
the lesson and get up on time Sun- 
day morning. 

The introverts we have described 
developed their lives according to 
an opposite principle, a principle 


widely described as self-expression. 
They had done what they felt like 
doing when they felt like it. They 
had failed to practice the many 
habits which lead to skill and sat- 
isfaction in a variety of contacts 
with people. They had pleased 
themselves first and so failed to 
learn how to give themselves to 
others. They had devoted their en- 
ergies to the narrow subject, them- 
selves. Now their energies were 
eating them up. They were finding 
that oneself, as an object of atten- 
tion, is not sufficient for success; 
that doing the things they liked 
and avoiding those they disliked, 
led to a sense of inferiority and an 
emotional hell. In trying to find 
their lives in their own way, they 
had lost them. 


There is, of course, the danger of 
acquiring too wide a range of skills 
and activities, of being too highly 
extrovert. Concentration on a vo- 
cation or a career must always be 
the unifying core of a personality. 
However, the danger of over-extro- 
version is far more remote than the 
danger of excessive introversion. 
Extroversion is the result of work, 
a life of practice. Introversion is 
the result of avoiding practice. The 
extrovert suffers more in the be- 
ginning. The introvert suffers more 
in the end.

ESUS CHRIST, the ideal of un- 
J serrishness and the great expo- 

nent of the unselfish life, was 
an extrovert. He was extrovert to 
a degree which few can hope to 
achieve. He was highly aggressive 
in making social contacts. He did 
not hesitate to accept water from 
the woman at the well because she 
was a Samaritan, nor did He re- 
frain from talking with her be- 
cause she was ignorant and did 
not speak his language. He did not 
confine his attentions to those who 
were worthy of Him but devoted 
Himself to Zaccheus, the tax-col- 
lector; Nicodemus, the Pharisee; 
to the halt, the maimed, and the 
blind; the publicans, and the sin- 
ners. He did not wait for people 
to invite Him, He invited them. 
To Peter and Andrew, casting their 
nets into the sea, he said: “Follow 
me, and I will make you fishers of 
men.” He sent His disciples and

He gave them a course of training 
in how to approach people. He 
preached meekness in spirit but 
boldness in action. 

Although inspired by the concept 
of a higher life, His own life on 
earth was a series of intensive and 
extensive social contacts. While 
trying to motivate people for their 
ultimate good, He was much more 
conscious than His disciples and 
others of their immediate physical 
needs. He was quick to see others’ 
points of view, even though He had 
positive ideas of His own, The in- 
trusion of little children did not 
upset Him, the pressure of the mul- 
titudes did not embarrass Him. In- 
stead of avoiding the people whose 
mode of life He criticized, He vis- 
ited them in their homes, His en- 
ergies and inspiration were being 
constantly converted into useful 
deeds and contacts with a wide 
variety of people. He went up into 
the mountain to pray, but He was, 
above all, a man of action. He be- 
lieved in principles, but He prac- 
ticed them in living, and He lived 
an abundant life. 


The extrovert or unselfish char- 
acter of Christ was not an accident. 
It was the result of an ideal which 
He valued more highly then His 
personal comfort or even His life. 
“My meat is to do the will of Him 
that sent me,” He said. His acts 
were motivated by an idea and a 
conviction far more powerful than 
the physical and moral obstacles 
which obstructed Him. He knew 
nothing of the glands regulating 
personality or the inherited bodily 
structure which medical enthusiasts 
now say make one man inevitably 
schizoid, another cycloid, and oth- 
ers paranoid or epileptid. “I can 
of Mine Own Self do nothing,” He 
said; “as I hear I judge: and My 
judgment is just, because [ seek 
not Mine Own will, but the will 
of the Father which hath sent Me.” 
And whether it was to attend a 
wedding in Galilee or to take up 
His cross in Gethsemane, His gov- 
erning principle was the same:
